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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is unclear to the Examiner if Applicant is claiming alternative 
inventions. For example it is not clear if claims 1 and 2 are directed to either "A non-woven 
fabric comprising a thermoplastic synthetic fiber non-woven fabric having the claimed weight, 
yarn diameter, heat contact bonding ratio and the claimed content of the delustering agent" or "a 
non-woven fabric laminate comprising the thermoplastic synthetic fiber non-woven fabric having 
the claimed weight, yarn diameter, heat contact bonding ratio and the claimed content of the 
delustering agent and further has the claimed maximum opening diameter, transparency, powder 
leakage and hydrophilicity. In other words it is not completely clear to the Examiner that the 
laminate comprises the thermoplastic non-woven fabric having all of the claimed features or if 
the laminate comprises just a thermoplastic non-woven fabric. Furthermore, there is a lack of 
antecedent basis for the term "yarn". Also, yarn diameters are generally expressed in deniers and 
fiber diameters are expressed in microns. Thus, it is not clear if Applicant is referring to the 
individual diameter of the fibers making up the yarns or if the yarn diameters are in microns. 
Generally yarns are made of individual filaments, thus it is unclear if thermoplastic non-woven 
fabric comprises yarns or fibers. It is unclear what is meant by the phrase "maximum opening 
diameter". Is Applicant claiming the porosity or the size of individual pores? The claims are also 
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grammatically awkward beginning with the phrase after the "or" statement. Since the scope of 
claims 1 and 2 is unclear to the Examiner, claims 1-1 1 are not considered searchable at this time. 
Applicant is advised to limit claims 1 and 2 to a single invention. Claims 3-1 1 are further 
rejected on their dependency of claim 1 .
